During the interview a set of claims was presented to the Examiner, which set is identical 
to the set of claims contained in this amendment. 

It was pointed out that claims 8 and 17 have been allowed while the remaining claims are 
now believed to be patentablty distinguishable over the references of recorded by now 
calling for - said continually adjustable means including a vertical movement means for 
causing relative vertical movement only between said neck and said body without 
loosening said neck from said body -.This added limitation is not found in the prior art, 
including Taylor, a principal reference relied upon by the Examiner. 
At the interview, Applicant was prepared to present to the Examiner evidence of 
commercial success. The Examiner was also able to view a guitar encompassing the 
feature's of Applicant's invention, as well as a separate neck portion of the instrument.
